Robert Adams of Philadelphia, mem- 
ber of the House Committee on Foreign 
and. author..of..the — 
post” ei sho himself in the club 
chambers -of the Metropolitan’ Club ‘be- 
tween 6 and 7 o'clock this morning, and 
died at 11:30 o'clock in Emergency Hos- 
pital. He fired the shot through his. 
mouth into his head. 

In a letter written last night to Speak- 
er Cannon, Mr. Adams said that he 
abandoned his seat in the House be- 
cause his personal obligations exceeded 
his resources. He was willing to be 
buried at the expense of the House, 
but he wished no memorial service held. 

Found wy Bellboy. 

Mr. Adams was found at 8 o'clock by 
Horace Clark, one of the negro bellmen, 
yhose habit it was, each morning, at 
that hour, to carry hot water to the 
room. Upon opening the dor Clark dis- 
covered Adams, entirely nude, sitting 
upright in an armchair. 

He immediately summoned the at- 
taches of the house and a doctor was at 
once sent for. Mr. Adams then was un- 
conscious and the physician who was 
summoned said the wound was fatal. 
Mr. Adams was soon afterward removed 
to the Emergency Hospital in a patrol 
wagon, where the bullet and some frag- 
ments. of the bone were removed from

MADRID, June 1.—The man in custody 


suspicion of being the person who threw 
the bomb at the King and Queen yes- 
terday, killing 20 persons and injuring 
60 others, is said to be an Englishman 
and gives the name of Robert Hamilton. ‘ 
He is about 50 years old and was pointed 
out in the stfeets to the Spanish police 
by English detectives who came here to 
attend the wedding festivities. 

His arrest caused great excitement 
among the people, men and women try- 
ing to strike Him, while others shouted 

“Lynch him.” Soldiers had to assist the 
police in taking the man to the station. 
He is of good appearance and somewhat 
resembles the man the police have been 
looking for, 

The suspect says he went to’ a bill 
fight yesterday afternooh, but he does 
not explain how he passed his time yes- 
terday morning. He refuses to give the 
Spanish police any further information, 
but adds that he is willing~to answer 
any questions the British Consul may 
put to him. The prisoner speaks Eng- 
lish, Spanish and Italian, When searched 
at the poliee station, a knife and fork 
and 75 pesetas were found in the man’s, 
possession.

Chief Gitaspy Says Johnson's 
Decision Will Be Followed 
| by Crusade. 


THREE HUNDRED HERE 








The ruling of Provisional Judge 
Charles P. Johnson in the case of the 
Jefferson Club, in which Joseph Canty, 
the bartender, and Jack Shepard, the 
porter, were each fined $50 for selling 
liquor on Sunday and without a license, 
will be used by the police in a crusade 
against the 300 St. Louis clubs at which 
liquor is dispensed. 
Acting Chief Gillaspy states that he 
will prosecute the promoters of all clubs 
using their charters for the purpose of 
carrying on a saloon business without 
paying a regular saloon license. 
The prosecution of the Jefferson Club 
wasainstituted under Sections 2243 and 
2991 of the Revised Statutes of Missou- 
ri, the first section being under the 
general prohobitory Sunday law as fol- 
lows: 
“Every person awho shall expose to 
sale any goods, wares or merchandise, 
or shall keep open any ale ‘or porter 
house, grocery or tippling shop, or shall 
sell or retail any fermented or distilled 
liquor on the first day of the week, 
commonly called Sunday, shall, on con- 
viction, be adjudged guilty of a misde- 
meanor and fined not exceeding. $50.” 
The second is under the dramshop 
law as follows: “No person shall, di- 
rectly or indirectly, sell intoxicating 
liquors in any quantity less than three 
gallons, either at retail or in the orig- 
inal package, without taking out a l- 
cense as a dramshop keeper.” 


é Claim of Immunity, 
Aside from the ¢laim that the testi- 


mony did not warrant prosecution under 
either of these section, the Jefferson 
Club, through its attorney, Campbell 
Cummings, contended that its organiza- 
tion was immune from prosecution and 
punishment because of the fact that it 
was an organization similar to the St. 
Louis Club, which the Supreme Court 
ruled had a right to dispense liquors to 
its members without taking out a li- 
Leense. 

In his decision, Special Judge John- 
son held that there was a vast distinc- 
tion between the Jefferson Club and the 
St. Louis Club. 


Quoting the Supfeme Court’s decision) 


in the case of the St. Louis Club, Spe- 
celal Judge Johnson includes the. follow- 
ing in his opinion: 

“The facts of this case remove it en- 
tirely from that class in which the club 
was used as a mere scheme to sell liq- 
uor in defiance of the law; in those 
cases the prime object and purpose was 
the sale of liquor, and the club was a 
mere evasioh of the law; in this case 
the use of wine and liquor is a’ mere 
incident subsidiary to the higher and 
chief purpose of the organization, to- 
wit, the advancement by social inter- 
course of the bodily and mental health 
of its members. . 

“There is no common bar to which any 
or all] the members or any stranger can 
repair at any time and order drinks and 

y the barkeeper therefor. Such a 
place Would be entirely out of harmony 
with the other surroundings and regu- 
lations. In this case not only is the 
rhembership limited, but the applicant 
must not only be vouched ‘for and not: 
meet the-disapproval of two of the gov- 
ernors, but he is subject at all times 
to be excluded if he fails to observe and 
maintain the standard. The initiation 
fee is $100 and annua! dues $89.” 


A Democratic Club. 


Judge Johnson then says: “The Jef- 
ferson Ciub is incorporated under ‘the 
law and its membership comprises about 
five thousand citizens of St.:Louis. Not- 
withstanding the allegation of the gen- 
eral objects of its organization, as spec- 
ified in its act of incorporation, the 
qualification prescribed for membership 
is a belief in and adherence to the 
Democratic party. Persons belonging 
to évery other political class are pro- 
hibited from joining; that it is in fact 
a political club formed and organized 
to further the Interests of the Demo- 
cratic party and has by its by-laws pro- 
vided all the necessary Machinery requi- 
site to carry out the purposes of its 
organizatior.. 

“In.addition thereto it has a regular 
barroom constructed as the usual sa- 
loon is, with various liquors-in boftles 
and all the appliances necessary to sell 
straight or mixed drinks, also cigars, 
and it has regular bartenders whw wait 
upon customers and sell to them at re- 
tail over the bar various kinds of in- 
toxtpating liquors; that the customers 
pay|}so much for each drink served; 

the testimony in this case tends 
to ow that drinks are sold to thoge 
whomare not members of the club; that 
dri are serv to as many as 400 or 
500 persons in a day; that a.-profit is 
made on all intoxicating liquors sold 
at the bar, checks are ripe 4 stra used 
to represent the amount of charge for 
the drinks paid at another part of the 
bar. 

“In comparing the facts on which the 
Supreme Court decided in favor of the 
St. Louis Club with those presented by 
the testimony in this case, it will be 
seen that there is a marked dissimilar- 
Hy.”’ 

An attache of the St. Louis Club stat- 
ed Friday morning that no drinks are 
sold for cash by that organization. 

‘We have what we call the tab sys- 
tem,” he said. ““When a member orders 


‘a drink, he is presented with a tab on 


which is written the price of the drink 
he ordered. He O K's the tab and the 
amount is applied to his bill, which Is 
presented to him monthly and which he 
usually pays with a check drawn on 
some nk. It is not true that we 
charge more than 10 cents a bottle for 
beer. Our members are not charged any 
more for bottled beer than the Jefferson 
Club members ere.

Insurance Scandals Caused Loss 
of Business, St. Louisan 
Declares. 





One of the reasons for the issuing of 
the fraud order by. the United States 
Postoffice Department against the Na- 
tional Bond Co. was that the concern 
was conducting a lottery. In his de- 
cision in support of this contention the 
Assistant Attorney-General, who is ad- 
viser for the Postoffice Department, 
Said: 

“The company, in order to perform its 
obligations, must take the money of 
one bondholder to pav another bond- 
holder, and as both of these are con- 
tingencies over which they have no con- 
trol, and which 4hey cannot forecast, 
the certainty of value of return is de- 
pendent upon chance.”’ 

Circuit Attorney Sager, who was a 
director of the National Bond Co. when 
it was formed a year ago, was asked 
regarding this feature of the situation 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday. 

He was asked if there was not a Mis- 


souri statute under which a prosecution 
for conducting a lottery might lie. 


Proper Action to Be Taken. 
“That phase of the matter has never 
been presented ta me before,’ said Mr. 
Sager. “‘No ani a requested me to 


take any such action, but if there is 
any cause for such criminal prosecution 
you may be .certain that the proper 
steps will be taken. 

‘While I have not considered the laws 
relating to lottery as applicable to the 
affairs of the National Bond Co., 
have had some experience with the lhot- 
tery laws of Missouri in other cases. 
The law is one that is particularly hard 
to enforce and convictions dre difficult. 
I do-.not think that the lottery law is 
applicable to the National Bond Co. 

“The difference is this; In a: lottery 
the result must depend upon chance. In 
the National Bond Co. the final settle- 
ments were hased, not upon chance, but 
upon conditions which were to be ab- 
solutely known when the compufation 
was made. The element of chance did 
not enter into the final settlement; this 
was to be done upon computations 
based upon known and determined con- 
ditions. 

“A man who buys stock in any busi- 
ness concern depends for his dividend 
on the success of the-concern and in 
this success the element of chance en- 
ters more or less. But when the divi- 
dend is paid, it is based on the profits, 
on conditions that are absolutely known 
and hence the business :s not a lottery. 
I do not think that the Assistant At- 
orney-General could- successfully’ main- 
tain his allegation that the National 
Bond Co. was a lottery. 

“Tf -there is to be any prosecution in 
the case of the National Bond Co., 
think it should be undertaken in the 
Federal courts. The United States 
laws regarding the misuse of the mails 
are broad, much broader than any 
State statutes. If a conviction, can- 
not be had in the Federal courts thére 
is no use to try to get convictions un- 
under the State laws. 


Scheme Seemed Legitimate, 


“Wher I was asked to take an in- 
terest in the National Bond Co. a year 
ago, I agreed to buy stock in it be- 
cause of my confidence in the integ- 
rity of the men who were back of it. 


My confidence in them has not been 
shaken. [ read one of the bonds. 
which I understand were prepared by 
a number of attorneys, and the 
scheme looked to be not only legiti- 
mate, but a good proposition. 

“TJ still belleve the scheme is legiti- 
mate, Though in the. light of recent 
events I doubt its being. practicable. 
The business was never really estab- 
lished. It was launched at an unfor- 
tunate time, at a time whiten the in- 
surance scandals were coming — out, 
and. in the cry that was raised the 
National Bond Co. found it impossible 
to get business. The result is that 
the stockholders will lose every dol- 
lar they put into it, though the per- 
sons who bought bonds will get their 
money back. 


Protection for Bondholders. 


“My connection with the concern was 
merely causual until the proposition was 
made to turn the business over to a Chi- 
cago company. While this change 
looked as though it: might save some 
money to the stockholders, it looked 
like it might increase the chances of loss 
to the bondholders, and I held that they 
were the ones who should be protected. 

“I protested against the merger and 
did all I could to prevent it. I argued 
that the stockholders should pocket their 
losses, and as we had money enough on 
hand to repay the buyers of the bonds, 
we should repay them and close the 
business, Fortunately, the receivership 
proceedings prevented the merger with- 
out my aid and I am glad that this ac- 
tion has been taken—glad that the bond- 
holders will be repaid.

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King Alfonso Often 
Target of Anarchists. 


As a curious coincidente, it is 
just a year ago today that a 
bomb was thrown at King Al- 
fonso in Paris, As the King, ac- 
companied by President Loubet, 
was driving away from a gala 
performance at thé opera, May 
Si, 190, an Anarchist threw a 
bomb at the royal carriage. It 
struck a trooper of the Culrassier 
escort on the shoulder, fell to the 
ground and exploded, without in- 
juring the King or the President, 
who continued their drive to the 
Palais-d’Orsay. Several soldiers 
of the escort were: thrown from 
their horses and injured, while 
fragments of the bomb struck 4a 
number of persons in the crowd. 

The horse of one of the repub- 
lican guards belonging ‘to the 
escort received the full. force“of 
the charge in his chest, thus di- 
verting it from the two rulefs, 

Several other attempts have 
been made on the life of. King 
Alfonso. 

In 18% a bomb. was found on the 
railroad tracks over which the 
royal train traveled from San Se- 
bastian to Madrid. 

At the celebration in Madrid of 
his coming of age in May, 1902, 
an insane man tried to attack 
him, but was arrested in time, 

In January, 1903, in Madrid, a 
shot was fired at the royal cor- 
tege as His Majesty was on the 
way from church. It did not hit 
the King’s cagriage, which had 


been delayed. | 
In April, 1904, at Barcelona, 


several persons were wounded 
by the explosion of a bomb hurled 
at the King, who was paying @ 
visit to that city.

The front of the house, 8 Mayor street, 
before which the explosion occurred, 
was riddled with the fragments, and 
blood dripped from the curtains of a 
window on the first ‘floor. 

In the apartment of the Duke of 
Ahumada the Marchioness Tolosa and 
her daughter were.killed. One body 
was jammed ‘in the balcony railing and 
removed with difficulty. No. 8 Mayor 
street and all the nearby houses were 
surrounded by police, who prevented in- 
gress .or egress until they had been 
thoroughly searched.

Bomb in a Bouguet,. 


The bomb, which was concealed in a’ 


bouquet, was of polished steel, half a 
centimeter thick. It was thrown from 
a third-story window. The house, ao- 
cording to some reports, belongs té@ the 
Queen Mother, having been bequeathed 
to horgby a philanthropist, and being 
the only house she owns in Madrid. The 
house is opposite the Church of the 
Sacrament, and the Captain-General’s 
residence. 

The royal procession had eome to a 
temporary stop, with the royal carriage 
exactly opposite the house, when the 
bomb was thrown, . 

The scene was horrible, with dead men 
and horses lying about, literally torn to 
pieces.

15 Passengers Injured When

CLAREMORE, I. T., June 1.—Indian

Two box cars loaded with , wheat 


were blown loose near Iowa Park,: 14 
miles north of Wichita’ Falls. The cars 
rushed with terrific force on the down- 
grade toward Wichita Falls. 

Six miles north of that point they 
crashed into a northbound passenger, 
which had been delayed by a freight 
wreck, and was running very fast. 

The passenger train was wrecked 
and 15 passengers injured. Their names 
are not yet learned here. 

Wallace Byrd, engineer of the pas- 
senger train, sustained fractures of 
both legs and is believed to be fatally 
injured. The fireman of the passenger 
train also suffered a broken leg The 
wires are down on the Fort Worth & 
Denver line, and further details have 
not been received here.

Anderson made no effort to guide them.

ers, and buggies, automobiles, delivery {| 
wagons and cabs scurried to places Off 


comperative safety at the side of the 
street, opening an irregular lane for the 
runaways. 

A dozen times the 
hack ‘Anderson drove grazed the 
wheels of other vehicles. Half a doz- 
en times it seemed as though his ca- 
reening hack would overturn. A ne- 
gro, who ran into the street near 
Nineteenth, with the apparent inten- 
tion of stopping the frightened horses, 
was knocked down by a delivery wag- 
on, but got up and limped away. 

The heavy macadam wagon wag be- 
ing driven west on Chestnut street, 
east of Sixteenth, when Anderson’s 
fiying team approached. The wagon 
was too cumbersome to be taken out 
of the way in time. The front wheels 
of the hack struck it and were 
smashed, the vehicle overturning and 
pinning Anderson under the. forward 
part.

Alderman Louis Biesemeyer of Alton, 
a giant, who is 6 feet 1 inch tall and 
weighs 245 pounds, says he will protect 
himself against the anonymous letter 
writer who threatens to burn his home 
if he continues to support an ordinance 
favoring the making of sidewalks on 
Staunton street, between Common and 
Johnson streets. 

He purchased an automatic revolver 
with which he will guard his residence 
at 1910 Lincoln street, one of the hand- 
somest homes in Alton.

“Look here, Biesemeyer, you be 
mighty careful what kind of improve- 
ments you make in the Seventh Ward 
without asking the people.

Wil- 
liam Elliot Smith is just as able to put 
down a sidewalk as the pool people. 
Therefore, you run it right through to 
the Derrick place, both sides of the 
street. I will burn your house down if 


you don’t look out what you do. I 
burned ex-Alderman W. H. Keefe’s 
house. I set it on fire Friday night, 
Nov. 1, 189, because he wanted a brick 
sidewalk on both sides of Johnson street 
and several other streets. won't you 
dare pave Common street, or I will kill 
you dead. I mean every word of it.

Mayor Will, Present Old List 
Again Monday for Con- 
firmation. 


At the meeting of the East St. Louis 
City Council next Monday morning, ap- 
pointments of city officials will be again 
submitted to the Council by Mayor 
Cook, and the claims and salaries of 


officials for the last month will come up 
for allowance. At the first regular 
meeting in April, the 
confirm the Mayor’s appointments, and 
the officials have held over until their 
successors are appointed and qualified. 
The same officials who have served dur- 
ing the last year will be again present- 
ed Monday for confirmation.

In the Seventh Ward contest the 
Council refused to oust Michael O’Day 
in favor of Michael Buckley, who con- 
tested, and O’Day was declared regu- 
larly elected. This decision was ar- 


rived at a caucus Wednesday night at 
which were present: J. W. Kirk, W.

Buckley, the Insurgents Reeb, Kuehn, 
Anderson, Liebig, Haumesser, Kolb, 
Cunningham, Adams and Jackson. 

The caucus lasted until 11:35 p. m. 
At 9:05 p. m., after a heated argu- 
ment, three insurgents notified Mr. 
Buckley that they would not vote to 
seat him in the Council. Without 
these three votes it was impossible 
for. him to be seated. Mr. Buckley 
ran out of the caucus room, but was 
caught in the street by J. W. Kirk 
and W. 8. Forman, and they pursuad- 
ed him to return and make a final ap- 
peal to the three insurgents. Frank 
Kuehn led the forces opposed to 
Buckley, and they ‘“‘stood pat.” After 
another stormy session, during which 
the ranks of the insurgents became 
hopelessly split on the question, the 
meeting adjourned. 

Thursday Mr. Buckley announced 
his intention of abandoning the con- 
test on account of the refusal of the 
three insurgents to support him.

He was employed by the Dublin Freeman’s Journal 
as a special correspondent to inquire into the con- 
dition of the Armenian Jews, and wrote some graph- 
ie deseriptions of Russian misrule. Davitt’s contri- 
butions to literature include “Leaves. From a Prison 
Diary,” “The Boer Fight for Freedom,” “The Fall of 
Feudalism in Ireland,” and several pamphlets. Dur- 
ing the last 25 years he was a frequent visitor to 
the United States and addressed a large audience in 
St. Louis in 1904. 

The death of Davitt, while a-serious loss to the 
Irish cause, will:not affect its progress. He lived 
to see the triumph of the movement which he in- 
itiated, and left behind him an imperishable name in 
the annals of his native land. 

As a man, Michael Davitt was unassuming and 
democratic. Friend and foe alike respected him. 
To the former he was faithful and to the latter fair. 
Thé general respect in which he was held may be 
gathered from the fact that the Earl of Aberdeen 
—Edward VII’s Viceroy in Ireland—was.a constant 
inquirer about his condition during his illness. He 
was Irish of the Irish, but the most tolerant of: men. 
There may be names in the tragic story of Ireland 
that shine with a brighter luster, but no one so far 
has done more solid and practical work on its behalf 
than the gifted son of the poor Mayo peasant. 
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The suggestion that the city build a municipal 
abattoir where all the focal slaughtering and pre- 
paring of meats for local market. be done, under 
the direction and inspection of municipal officers, 
is timely and sensible. The utter failure of the 
authorities of the states and municipalities where 
the Beef Trust ‘plants are located to protect the do- 
mestic consumers from tainted meat products makes 
it imperative for the municipal and State authori- 
ties elsewhere to take steps to protect their people 
from outside tainted products and to assure them 
a pure and wholesome supply of meats. The con- 
sumers are disgusted with the revelations of the 
conditions existing in the packing plants of the trust 
and either refrain from meat eating altogether or 
eat meat with a decided distaste.. The suggestion 
should be taken up and acted upon, if feasible, at 
once. There should at least be a prompt application 
of rigid inspection regulations to all meats sold in 
the city. Immediate and thorough protection of the 
public from tainted and unfit meat foods is neces- 


sary. 
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A JUVENILE HOUSE OF DETENTION. 

The bill pending in the Municipal Assembly to pro- 
vide for the renting or leasing of a building near 
the Four Courts for a House of Detention of juve- 
niles in connection with the Juvenile Court is sup- 
ported by convincing considerations. 

By the law children under arrest must be kept 
in “a suitable place provided by the county outside 
of the inclosure of any jail or police station.” A 
room is provided in the matron’s quarters at the 
Four Courts, where “children of all ages and degrees 
of delinquency” are locked up together for one or 
two days, awaiting the periodic trip to the Indus- 
trial School, where they are kept by the court. 

There are grave _objections to this arrangement. 
In the matron’s quarters strict oversight is not pos- 





is worse, no discrimination is possible between the 
vicious and perhaps experienced offender and the 
most innocent unfortunate who may be brought 
in becayse of a merely mischievous prank or perhaps 
through accident or mistake. Moreover, the super- 
intendent of the Industrial School reports that “the 
constant coming and going of these children is a 
source of great annoyance and detriment to the 
discipline of the institution.” During the past year 
544 children have been taken to this institution. 

It is proposed to rent a house near the Four 
Courts where children can be removed immediately, 
thus relieving the Industrial School of the burden 
and avoiding the evils attending the temporary de- 
tention in the matron’s quarters.: This house will be 
in charge of a superintendent and matron, 
only duty it will be to care for the morals 
health of the children. 

Kansas City is thus provided. So are Chicago 
and Springfield, Ill. Im Denver there is a School of 
Detention, maintained at an annual expense ot 
$5000. It is thought the expense for a similar in- 
stitution in St. Louis will not exceed $6000. 

It is a necessary adjunct of the Juvenile Court, 
which ought to have been established in the be- 
ginning.

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WHAT’S THE USE OF POETS? 

A controversy now on in a New York literary 
weekly may finally decide the question, “What's the 
use of poets?” But at present its scope is too nar- 
row for the subject. . 

It deals only with the use of poets when they are 
writing poetry. They have other notable uses in 
Sir William Blackstone, who was a 
fairly good poet as far as he went, wrote,a lawbook 
for which he has been much respected by some. Sir 
William Jones, who was at times a much better poet 
than Sir William Blackstone ever was at all, invented 
the modern science of language and made the great- 
est discovery ever made init. Another poet, a Ger- 
man, William Mueller, carried on that work quietly 
and left a son, the late.Prof. Max Mueller, who made 
a good thing out of it in the way of degrees and 
honors, which fill a page of one of his books before 
he gets to the “ete., etc.” In that same connection, 
it was Petrarch, another poet, who gave the “reviva! 
of learning” in Europe its greatest impulse. Shake. 
peare was a theatrical manager of the first class and 
Milton one of the most powerful politicians of Eng- 
land. Hugh Miller, who was at times a fairly good 
poet, not only made a record as an excellent stone- 
mason, but: practically invented the modern science 
of geology. And his countryman, Robert Burns, who 
made a sorry sort of gauger, was so good a plow-

WASHINGTON, June 1.—President 
Roosevelt will ‘‘buck’’ against the IIli- 
- nois delegation and fight for the Bev- 
eridge meat inspection amendment. He 
announces that he will insist on the 
amendment as accepted by the Senate 
without its being modified or rewritten, 
and retaining the provision that the 
packers must pay all the expenses of in- 
spection, 

The President outlined his views at a 
conference at which were present Sena- 
tor Beveridge, Secretary Wilson, Com- 
missioner Garfield, Commissioner Neill, 
Inspector Reynolds and Chief Melvin 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry. 

At the conclusion of the conference he 
expressed the conviction that nothing 
short of fhe. Beveridge amendment 
would do, and that even a change by 
which the Government would pay, say 
a portion of the expenses of inspection, 
should not be accepted. 

The President has been looking up the 
loopholes by which the meat packers 
might seek to collect the expenses of in- 
spection from the stock raisers and 
shippers, thus evading any loss them- 
selves. He has taken legal advice and 
has heen assured that if the packers 
attempt to make an arrangement by 
which the stock shippers shall be as- 
sessed a. percentage of the sums paid 
for their cattle, they will be lIlable to 


prosecution under the provision of the| Sift, ice 


Hepburn rate Dill, which makes it a 
felony to solicit a rebate or make any 
a . t by which either party to 
a transaction shall derive any advan- 
tage over any other person. : 

The President. is satisfied that under 
this provision and the Elkins anti-rebete 
act the packers can be prevented from 
recouping from the shippers. 


Congress Surrenders. 


Congress is preparing to surrender to 
the Beef Trust. The packers have asked 
that some provision for inspection less 
drastic than that now carried on in the 
agricultural appropriation bill be adopt- 
ed, and the matter is now up to the 
House Committee on Agriculture. To 


appease popular wrath the trust is will- 
ing that an i ction law be passed, 
but it insists that it must be milder than 
‘the one now in the bill. 

The framing of a measure which will 
be satisfactory to the Beef Trust and 
at the same time retain public confi- 
dence has been delegated to Chairman 
Wadsworth, Mr. ae? of Connecticut 
and Mr. Lorimer of Chicago. Speaker 
Cannon, too, ts taking a hand.-in the 
matter. 

Mr. Wadsworth has made this state- 
ment: 

“The packers are anxious for inspeo- 
tion, but neither’ they nor anybody else 
considers the so-called Beveridge 
amendment satisfactary. The President, 
Secretary Wilson, Commissioner Neill 
and seve others are assisting the sub- 
committee and we will have a satisfac- 
‘tory measure which will be put through 
the House as a rider to the agricultural 


appropriation bill.”

e Beveridge amendment amounts 


to practical confiscation of the ck- 
ing plants. The packers really desire 
the most rigid inspection of all their 
food products, but they do not want.an 
spection that will turn over _ their 
usiness to the dictation of inspectors. 
“Among other things to be considered 
is the danger that an inspector may 
refuse to tag the products of a packer 
whom 10 days previously he had ordered 
to tear up a wooden floor and substi-

Packers Sell Diseased ' 
Meat, Says Commissioner. 


In reply to the contention of 
the Government's. chief inspec- 
tor that all unfit meat is con- 
demned and destroyed by the 
Federal] inspectors at the big 
packing houses, Health Com- 
missioner Whalen of Chicago 
makes the following charges: 

That the packing houses paid 
no attention to the order of city 
inspectors to destroy diseased 
meat, but retained it to be mar- 
keted in one form or another. 

That city inspectors were not 
allowed to be present at the 
daily Government inspection of 
slaughtered carcasses. 

That the chief of the Gov- 
ernment inspectors at the yards 
kept city inspectors in ignor- 
ance of the results of the daily 
inspections. 

And the Health Commissioner 
of the City of Chicago makes 
this remarkable statement: 

“Carcasses of hogs infected 
with virulent cholera, yet bear- 
ing tages showing that they have 
fuccessfully passed the Gov- 
ernment inspectors at the pack- 
ing plants of the stockyards, 
have been exposed for sale as 
food in Chicago markets.’

HEW YORK BOUTS 


Gov. Higgins Gives Orders to 
Close Fight Clubs Which - 
Will Be Obeyed. 


Snecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June l.—Gov. Higgins 
sent a peremptory order to Sheriff Nich- 
olas J. Hayes to prevent prizefights in 
this city. - 

Police Commissioner Bingham, as soon 
as he learned of the Governor's order, 
gave Instructions to Inspector Schmitt- 
berger, with the result that when Sher- 
iff Hayes and his deputies arrived at 
the Long Acre clubhouse last night a 
sign was displayed reading, ‘‘No meet- 
ing tonight,” and the police were chas- 
ing the crowd away from the doors. 

The recent 10-round bout between 
Britt and McGovern at Madison Square 
Garden was followed by many com- 
plaints to the Governor. He declined to 
give the names of the complainants, but 
it was said at the executive chamber 
in Albany that they were not officers of 
any society. One or two were promi- 
nent clergymen. 4 

Action will be taken today by somé 
of the fight promoters and their attor- 
neys looking to an immediate test case 
in the Supreme Court and a judicial in- 
terpretation 2. the law. 

‘The Goveciior’s orders will be car- 
ried out,’ said the Sheriff. “If he 
wants these boxing matches stopped, 
I'll stop them. The word of the Gover- 
nor is law to me,”’ 

Police Commissioner Bingham made 
no public announcement of his instruc- 
tions to Inspector Schmittberger. 

“There have been 110 arrests for 
prizefighting since Jan. 1, and 21 for 
aiding and abetting prizefights,’’ he said. 
““Most of the cases were turned out of 
court and In some instances the magis- 
trates decided that: the law had not 
been violated. The trouble seems to be 
mainly over the interpretation of the 
law by the lower courts.”’ 

Henry J. Goldsmith, counsel for P. 
T. Powers and Harry Pollok of the 
Twentieth Century Athletic Club, which 
pulled off the Britt-McGovern bout in 
the big Garden, insist the fights in the 
Garden are legal under section 568 of 
the Penal Code. 

Messrs. Powers and Pollok said that, 
acting on Mr. Goldsmith’s advice, they 
would go ahead with their arrangements 
for the next sparring contest scheduled 
for the Garden. 

Gov. Higgins has sent no instructions 
to Sheriff Flaherty of Kings County, 
and the Howard Athletic Club, which is 
to give a boxing show at Ulmer Park 
tonight, expects to escape interference.
